‘TL* wne easily not only th® most pop¬ 
ular Judge, but the moat popular citixen 
of our district, and Justly so. 

‘The people trusted him. H* knew 
this, and appreciated It. They honored 
him with elevation to office and were 
ready to again honor htm. He rendeied 
unto the people. In recognition of their 
favor, faithful, honest and ebfe public

Gary as th* dominating force on th« 
operating std© and J. P. Morgan as the 
controlling mind on the financial side 
of the Bteel Corporation.

Zb this old town on the hanks of ttie 
Missouri River still stands the house 
In which George Jackson, the discov¬ 
erer of gold in the Rcx?ky Mountains, 
was bom, says a Glasgow- (Mo.) corre¬ 
spondent of the Kansas City Stax. A 
monument to Jackson to commemorate 
the fiftieth anniversary of hU discov¬ 
ery was recently unveiled In Idaho 
Foils, iN>L 

In the days before the war Kit Car- 
son used to return every summer to 
his home near here, and the stories he 
told of adventures on the plains fired 
tbe young men of this place with am¬ 
bition to be trapper* and Indian fight¬ 
ers, too. George Jackson was a rela¬ 
tive of Kit Carson, and fn 1858. when 
he was 18 years old. he Induced Carson 
to take him on a trapping und iwospeot- 
ing trip In the Rocky Mountains. 

While prospecting In the mountnlns 
a snowstorm came upon them and 
Jackson became separated from his

Profits On Pooled Tobacco. 


A number of counties In the Burley to¬ 
bacco dlstrirt have been figuring how 
much Lb* growers mage by Joining the 
pool tn support of the argument that It 
will be best for the growers to oomlnue 
the pool another year. It Is generally 
agreed thet the price of the Burley crop 
of is06 would not have averaged more 
than ft cent* a pound but for the pool, 
and the 1907 crop would not have av¬ 
eraged over 7 cent* a pound. This made 
an average prke for the two crops of 
6Vft cents a pound before the pool stepped 
la to reform conditions. 

According to the best esttmetee obtain 
able the pooling of tiie tobacco In this 
county for the two year* made a#dif¬ 
ference to the growers of 9S2S.JO0. The 
number of pounds of Burley pooled tn this 

S ot the 1904 crop was 1.400.0(H) 
in round numbers, and in 1007 
anted to 2,8*0.000 pounds. The to¬ 
tal crop for the two years amounted, 
therefore, to 4,100,000 pounds, which at 
Che price# obtained by the pool brought 
to Franklin county 9400.044 In round num¬ 
ber*. At the everage price of 4*+ cent* 
a pound that prevailed before tho pool 
was forme#! this 4.100.004 pounds of to¬ 
bacco would have brought only 9266.600. 

At the pool pri< « It was sold Y for |400.- 
000. or 93U3 500 more than It would have 
brought hud the pool not Men formed. 
This being as near the correct figure# es 
can be obtained till the last bognhead of 
the pooled crop Is paid for. It show* thet 
the Burley Society and Its pooled tobaooo 
more than doubled the price of the two 
crops for the Franklin county farmers.

THIRTY-ONE CHARTER UNIONS. 


A new labor federation. In opposition 
to Uic United Trade® and Labor As¬ 
sembly occupying Beck’s Hall and 
bearing a charter from the American 
Federation of Labor, mill be launched 
In Nlc Hosier's Hotel to-night by John 
Young and Charles Peets and their fol¬ 
lowers who seceded from tbe chartered 
organization altar a stormy session 
Tuesday night. At the conference to¬ 
night about thlrty-oric local union* will 
affiliate with tho new federation, mak¬ 
ing It a larger organisation to start 
with than the body headed by John 
Recktcnwald and his subordinates, 
nearly all of whom left the old Louis¬ 
ville Federation of Labor several 
month* ago when the trouble between 
two faction# firm began. 

Yesterday five more unions announced 
their Intention of cutting loose from the 
United Trades and Labor Assembly. 
They are: 

Amalgamated Woodworkers. No. 88 ; 
Quarry worker*. No. 110; Ice Wagon 
Drivers. Leather Workers and the Bar¬ 
bers' Union. No. 46. This latter organ¬ 
isation. of which John Young Is 
a member, met last night In Keane's 
Hall. Jefferson street, near Fifth street, 
und voted to cast their lot with the 
new federation. About seventy-five of 
the local's 300 members were present 
and of this number only a few caat 
their ballots against the plan. 

The Leather Workers* organization, 
which announced Its Intention to with¬ 
draw from the assembly yesterday. Is 
n© of th© efrongaet organisation® In 
wtaide the Harbor* l nlon. it 
ha* a following of 200 union men. all 
of whom will support the new move¬ 
ment.

The Tyranny of Majorities. 

The business men of Louis villa, and. 
associate with them, tho business men j 
throughout Kentucky, have begun none 
too soon to consider seriously the eco¬ 
nomic and commercial features of the 
scheme to confiscate hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of property honestly acquired and 
lawfully possessed; to Invade and dis¬ 
turb tbs occupations of hundreds of 
thousands of law-abiding cltlxens; to 
extinguish several millions of annual 
ravenue for the purpose of ordaining 
a system of Prohibition which does not 
Prohibit, but has everywher# that It 
has been tried corrupted the character 
of the people and ths administration of 
tho law. 

The Meeting of ths Board of Trade 
three week* ago, and ths Meeting of 
the Commercial Club Wednesday night, 
and ths coming together of our mer¬ 
cantile and fiscal leaders yester¬ 
day, were deeply impressive, and 
should carry* with them an up* 
peal to the good sense and good feel¬ 
ing of every Kentuckian, whatever hi* 
religious or political opinion* Shall 
passion rule u*. or shell reason? Shall 
religious fanatics and tricky politicians 
establish successfully a league for the 
suppression of liberty? Shall the spy 
system become a recognised and po¬ 
tential dopartnient of the Government 
of Kentucky? 

Truly. If ever a Commonwealth and 
people suffered from extremism* of ev¬ 
ery sort, sapping their manhood and 
sacrificing their reputation, the people 
of Kentucky have suffered. They have 
lived, as It were, between the upper and 
nether millstones. The be re thought of It 
should set them to thinking. It should 
make them exceeding tolerant and very 
slow to wrath and hoot* They ought 
especially to be wary of cure-alls; of 
economic cure-alls, of moral cure-alls, 
of political cure-alls; In short, of cur¬ 
rent fads and fancies got up b? cheats 
and quackr and appealing to their 
emotion*. 

Good government can never be. ha* 
never been, the off*prlng of hysterical 
screaming. It I* the child of reason 
and virtue, the emanation of intelligent 
discussion, tho result of calm and pa¬ 
triotic deliberation. Thoeo only who 
seek the truth and are not afraid of it 
ore fit to rule. The end does not Justify 
the moans. The will of the majority Is 
Indeed the law of the land; but this 
does not mean that the minority hoe no 
right* which the majority Is bound to 
respect. Certain of these rights are re¬ 
served by the organic chart of our be¬ 
ing; trial by Jury; the writ of habeas 
corpus; no ex-post-facto enactments, 
or bills of attainder; each to worship 
according to his conscience; each to 
have and to hold, except when dispos¬ 
sessed by due process of law. It la well 
now and again to go back to first prin¬ 
ciples lest we forget them. 

If every voter could be wise to know 
and both quick and apt to see. the 
trade of the designing agitator might 
sag for lack of gudgeons; but. If every 
voter were learned In histories and 
versed In philosophies, should we. In 
the practical affairs of government and 
In the sum totals of fife, escape the pit 
falls laid apparently In human nature 
which caught the footsteps of the na 
lions that lived and died before wi 
were conceived by the womb of time, or 
were so much as thought of In tiro 
ground-plan of the Universe? 

Every man would be bit own attor- 
ney, his own doctor, his own prelate 
Each would have his system. We 
should perhaps be no better off than 
we are under our travesty of universal 
suffrage drawing Its sustenance from 
the fiction that "all men are created 
free and equal.” We get something 
positive and tangible from the Irregu¬ 
larities of condition and fortune, to 
which so many of us owe our titles to 
preach and to lead, the moss and body 
of our following split Into a thousand 
factions. 

And yot, it Is undoubtedly true that 
most of the evils of which tho world 
ha* had reason to complain, and on ac¬ 
count of which It has suffered most, 
have sprung less from the will of a 
casual despot, albeit wicked and detest 
ablo, than from the self-confidence of 
the many begetting the tyranny of 
majorities. The bad men of history 
could not have stood very long except 
that they had myriads of foolish and 
selfish and servile and corrupt men be¬ 
hind them. Even as it was, the greater 
number of them did not stand very 
long, but came to speedy and deserved 
grief.

And, men and brethren. Mater*, wives 
and sweetheart*, so tho Courier-Journal 
saya to the people of Kentucky, stand¬ 
ing In ths prepenoo of heedless Desire, 
whether in the person of the Night 
Rider, aiming at relief against agricul¬ 
tural conditions which all of Uj admit 
to be evil, by burning his neighbor's 
bam end destroying bis tobacco beds, 
or In the person of the prohibitionist, 
aiming to expel Immoral conditions, 
the existence of which all of us con¬ 
cede. confiscating hi* neighbor's prop¬ 
erty and business, without compensa¬ 
tion or due proven* of law. 

The case against the Prohibitionist Is 
stronger than the case against the 
Night lUder. In Local Option the 
cause of Temperance ho* a wise, oaf? 
and effective alternative. In the cnoo 
of the Night Rkler the hope of legis¬ 
lative relief Is at least very much less 
Immediate. 

'To attempt to guard adult men by 
law against temptation." says Lucky, 
In whose graphic page* we find the 
mistakes of human kind in all the 
age* very clearly and amply act forth, 
and to place them under a moral tute¬ 
lage may, no doubt, lo aome particular 
Instances prevent grave evils, but It Is 
a dangerous precedent and a bad edu¬ 
cation for the battle of life. There is 
specious aspect of liberal¬ 
ism In a proposal to submit such ques¬ 
tion* to a popular vote; but In truth 
this Is pure delusion. The essence of 
real liberty la that every adult and sane 
man ahould have the right to pursue 
his own life and gratify his own tastes 
without molestation, provided he does 
not Injure his neighbors, and provided 
he fulfills the duties which the State 
exacts from Its citizen*. If undtr these 
conditions he mismanages hla life, the 
responsibility and the penalty will fall 
upon himself; but In a perfectly free 
state the law has no right to coerce 
him. 

The great Oxford Professor was an 
Englishman, not an American. He 
grew to manhood a disciple of Cobden 
and Bright, not a follower of Jefferson. 
He wrote as a philosopher, not as a 
politician—of things in Britain, but 
of Men In the aggregate—and ho hit the 
nail directly on the head In the fol¬ 
lowing: 

"Violations of liberty do not loss their 
tot reefer liecaua* they are the acts, not 
of kings or aristocracies, but of majori¬ 
ties of electors. It t* porslLle, as many 
aro coming to think, that unqualified 
freedom 1* a Ices good thing than our 
fathers Imagined; Uiat other things may 
be more really important, and that It l* 
needful and expedient In many ways lo 
reatroJn and curtail it. But at least men 
should do so with their eyes open, with¬ 
out sophistry and without disguise. The 
strong tendency to coercive laws on all 
matters relating to intoxicating liquors, 
to the restriction of freedom, of contract, 
to the authoritative regulation of Indus¬ 
try in all its branches, which Is so appar¬ 
ent In modern democracy, may bo a good 
or bed thing, but It la certainly not a 
tendency In the direction of liberty." 

The man who cun not regulate his 
own life often wants to regulate ihu 
lives of other men; he la apt to meas¬ 
ure all men by hia Individual yard 
stick; and, requiring the support of re 
press!v© agencies for himself, he leans 
Inevitably toward coercion In govern¬ 
ment Buch men. being tempera men tal¬ 
ly Impressionable, are easily led Vic¬ 
tims of their emotion, overflowing with 
excitement they become the easy prey 
of agitation and the agitator In times 
of fanaticism, political or religious, 
they fight the fires and piUi up the 
faggots. Not always cruel or corrupt 
by nature, merely weak and susccpll 
tie, they do the bidding of stronger 
wills and are thus made, unconsciously 
to themselves, the tools of the wicked 
and the Instruments, of bad men's lust 
for power and gain, f 

U It Ues not In the province of our 
Boards of Trade and our Commercial; 
Clubs to take cognisance of a move 
ment which has wrought such havoc 
both to morality and business every 
where, then they may as well disband 
and substitute the cross-roads Sunday 
school and the mass meeting of women 
and children, led by crafty politicians 
and frenxlcd madmen. He who would 
divert them I* not honest with him 


•elf or with anybody eloe when he say# 
ho la not a Prohibitionist. Tho law 
ascribed to tho Jesuits of the Sixteenth 
Century le ths law of the latter-day Pro¬ 
hibitionist, that the means Justifies the 
end. In Maine false**wearing has be¬ 
come universal and habitual and cheat- 
ing a fine art. The only result of Pro¬ 
hibition there Is to poison drink, to 
pollute life and to corrupt government 
Fanaticism has no conscience. It is as 
blind to truth as It Is to consequences. 
To carry their point the Prohibitionists 
of Kentucky would systematically de- 
orlve and betray the credulous with the 
assurance that they are doing Ood’s 
service, though grass should grow tn 
our thoroughfares and ruin follow In 
their wake. Aa for their newspaper 
organa, they deal only in double-deal- 
Ing. Those that are too cowardly to 
proclaim Prohibition, or who are re¬ 
strained by aome local Interest, pro¬ 
ceed by Indirection and evasion. The 
objective point with all of them is a 
County Unit and State wide act. seek¬ 
ing to make Kentucky over again in 
the unholy likeness of Maine. 


Alaska. 

The Alaeka-Yukon-Pacific Exposition 
now under way at Beattie la an enter¬ 
prise of great magnitude and presents 
a wonderful object lesson of the devel¬ 
opment of the Northwest. The city of 
Seattle itself Is one of the most con¬ 
spicuous examples of the growth of 
that region, progressing In twenty years 
from a population of about 26,000 to ap¬ 
proximately 100,000. Seattle's rapid 
progress has been due in no small part 
lo the development of Alaska and It Is 
appropriate that Alaskan products, re¬ 
sources and possibilities should be fea¬ 
tured In Seattle's first greet exposition. 
OtherJVestern cities, like Portland. Ta¬ 
coma and San Francisco have profited 
largely by Alskan commerce. 

In tha recant address of James J. 
Hill In opening the Seattlo exposition 
he called attention to the fact that 
Alaska now take* precedence of Califor¬ 
nia as a gold producer. Mr. Hill also 
doctored that if no fluke of gold had 
ever been found In Alaska Its fish pro¬ 
ducts would bars made It a rich pos¬ 
session; that Its supply of timber la 
vast and that the deposits of coal and 
other minerals ore of sufficient volume 
to supply the needs of the people of 
the entire United States for many years 
to cpm* Tho soil is rich and the 
country Is vast. Its area being one-fifth 
as large aa that of th* entire United 
States. Its oottlement has only fairly 
begun nnd yet Its commerce has at¬ 
tained such proportions In the tost fif¬ 
teen years at to cause Western villages 
to grow Into metropolitan cities and to 
bring a vast Influx of population into 
an unknown oountry. giving to its wil¬ 
derness and Its waste places a habita¬ 
tion and a name. 

American snterprlse and American 
courage will see to It that the work of 
opening this wide expanse of territory 
Is carried on. The time probably Is not 
far distant, as was suggested by Mr. 
Hill in his address, when Alaska will 
deserve an exposition of her own and 
will have It, too. 

It Is a comforting thought that while 
Presidents and Cabinets and captains 
of Industry are Inveighing against the 
waste of the country's resources Alaska 
remains to us a great storehouse of 
wealth. While her fisheries and her 
gold supply have been drawn upon 
rather strongly In recent years the 
great bulk of her mineral deposits re¬ 
mains untouched and her wraith of 
soil practically unscratched.

In contemporary British politics: 

*' 'What will the lords do?* Is once 
more the cry. as It wai when the first 
reform bill was going up to the house 
of lords. It Is the cry ttfnre. too. though 
in a lass anxious strain, for Canada is 
stfil under ths supreme power of the Brit¬ 
ish Paritoment, It seems to me hardly 
ponrlbls that the lord* ahould be con¬ 
stitutionally barred from voting on a tax 
bill now that tlwy pay taxes, whatever 
may have been the cos# when tliey con¬ 
tributed not tn tax**, but In the military 
•orvlce of their fiefs. However, it surely 
is Important to remark that the budget 
nroe sure Is hot merely financial, but Is 
plainly political In ft eoclftlistlc or seml- 
•ociallstlo fins. Ths house of lords 1a tiro 
•eoond chamber, tho only second chain- 
tror that the nation at present has. and 
It surety la not to be dfstrod that a 
measrypo of great political moment should 
b« posatWl by tha vote of a single chaiu- 
tror, without the poeslblllty of amendment 
l «m not saying whether the measure la 
right or wrong, but only that It appears 
to me unquestionably to be not only finan¬ 
cial but political. The nation at all eveate 
seem* to wajit a little time to think.” 

Nobody would refer to our house of 
lords as a second chamber. Indeed, for 
practical legislative purpose* it la vir¬ 
tually our only chamber. The House 
of Representatives counts for little. 
Bills are originated and passed in this 
body, but it Is the Senate that gives 
them their final shape. And *vh?re the 
Senate differ* radically from the House 
the final shape bears little or no re¬ 
semblance to the original bill. It Is a 
condition foreign to the spirit of our 
governmental system, and one for 
which the House Is largely responsible.

TO BOIL NEW POTATOES. 

Wash and scrape tha potatoes and place 
them In a bowl of wafer. Then put them 
Into boiling united wafer and cook twenty- 
flvn minutes. If small they should be 
sufficiently cooked In fifteen minutes: they 
must be tested with a needta, end If soft 
in ths center pour away the water, add 
•mall lump butter, sprinkling of salt and 
pepper, and put lid half on and half off, 
allow them to vaporise for four minute* 
then oarve in a hot vegetable dish.

Extensive oxpenmenu are to be made 
by ty* United States army this sum¬ 
mer wlfto wireless telephony, especially 
with a view to the utilisation of the 
newest means of communlcetlon in time 
of WOg. The Rlgnnl Corps will have 
the teste tn charge, and they are to 
be conducted under the most trying 
condition#, it le believed the result* 
will prove that wirelesa telephony can 
bo mude a valuable adjunct to the wire- 
leas u-ifgruph, although It la not be¬ 
lieved tluft It* field of usefulness will 
ever be aa great. 

The War Department decided upon 
demonstrating the value of the wlreles* 
telephone in the fact of the declaration 
of the N’nvy Department that the sys¬ 
tem whs of no practical worth Thq 
battleship fleet in its trip around the 
world We* equipped with wire lea* tele¬ 
phone*, end It wo* t«p**cted that they 
would supersede the telegraph and the 
ling signals In conveying order* from 
the flagship to the other vessels. 

It wa* discovered, however, that the 
wave* from the wire ton# telegraph In¬ 
strument*. together with the Interfere 
trice of vagrant wave*, rendered the 
telephone almost valueless. The re¬ 
sult* <j( the experiment were *o dump- 
pointing that the Navy Department or¬ 
dered the apparatus removed, and 
practically all the battleehlps were 
stripped of It. This failure was a great 
disappointment to the navy. 

The Signal Corps, however, le con¬ 
vinced that the fault lay In the syft- 
tern employed. The fact that the French 
navy le employing wlreles* telephony 
and ha* maintained conversations be- 
lireei! warship# 100 mllee apart 
htrengthene the conviction that thle 
work le In It* Infancy. 

In preparation for Its tesla the Blgnul 
Corps le erecting a specially constructed 
must on the roof of the Mills building, 
which Is an adjunct to the Navy and 
War Department*.

“There Mgs been within tbe last t«n 
years s marked improvsnienl In the high 
school system of the Commonwealth. This 
Is due laraely to an awakened interest 
In general education, and manifests It¬ 
self in the employment of teachers bettor 
prepared for their work. In the use of 
better textbooks gnd In hotter school 
houses provided m roue* of the counties 
of the Commonwealth wherein the in¬ 
struction of the common school Is carried 
on. The Interest awakened tn common 
school education has developed an In¬ 
tensity of purpose at the present time 
never befom felt In Kentucky This re¬ 
sult ts due largely to the Influences 
brought to bear upon the late General 
Assembly for the Improvement of the 
common school system and for the 
establishment of nigh srhools. and the 
deep Interest now f«dl In the en¬ 
tire subject of elementary, intermediate 
and higher education owes very much to 
the individual initiative of the strong, 
vigorous and Intense i»*r*.*noMt>' of ths 
present Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
lk>n 

Common Schools Foundation. 

•The common schools are the founda¬ 
tion upon which the high schools must 
rest If the Instruction given in the lat¬ 
ter be honest thorough and comprehen¬ 
sive. under the direction of good teach¬ 
ers interested in their work, the proper 
foundation has been laid for Intermediata 
or high school oducatlou rorrfspondlnir- 
ly. If tbe instruction In high schools be 
honest, thorough and comprehensive, the 
education thus obtained may. from on« 
point of view, be re g a r ded as s self-con¬ 
tained whole, and equal to the needs of 


the average citlsao who aspire* to 
duct on ordinary business with tntailU 
gence and suooaaa Or It may be viewed 
os preparatory to collegiate end univer¬ 
sity instruction for those whose atm la 
to attain a more od\ ancsd education, 
equal In cum pose and In degree to that 
required by the professions, by tha more 
advanced avocations of life and by those 
whose destiny It Is to guide and to carry 
forward Industrial processes upon 
large scale. There never was a time in 
the history of the country and of man¬ 
kind when educated men arid women 
were in such demand.

long required a collegiate education and 
a bachelor's degree os s condition prece¬ 
dent for entering upon the work of the 
theological seminary and those theolog¬ 
ical schools whose requirements for ad¬ 
mission were formerly not so high are 
rapidly advancing themovlva# to tbe high¬ 
er plane occupied by their more advanced 
contemporaries.

This was explained 
oy Mr lies*, who said ths attorney who 
represanted three cltlxens was out of the 
city. Cm the other hand, the distillery 
was amply represented 
At the conclusion of the hearing It 
was decided to have the Bunny Br«n>k 
Distillery sign an agreement with the at¬ 
torney of the residents promising to make 
such asnltsry arrangements ss would tend 
to eliminate all odors that arise from the 
cattle pens of the company and are 
wafted over the territory nearby Twenty- 
eighth elreet and Broadway If this la 
done to the satisfaction of hie constitu¬ 
ents Mr Ilem will agree to the with¬ 
drawal of his harsh measure.

Only One Alleged Offender. 


Mr. Hess admitted that the only com¬ 
plaint aguInst the feeding of distillery slop 
to cattle came from residents living dose 
to the Bunny Brook Distillery.
